A signed statement which appears be.

Of the
men mentioned in the statement Peter
Christensem is in Astoris and the rest
are in the neighburhood.

Statement,

On or about May 3nd, 1907, the light-
bouse tender Armeria was in the harbor
at Astoria, and she was short of hands,
Peter Christensen and his six friends—
George  Ray, Peter Johnson, George
Steiner, Mr, Burns, Hugo Gustafson, amd
Me Mirion, offered their serviees, and
seven men being just the complement
mequired, they wers accepted. Captain
Gregory, the skipper, Jdid not make
them aign any papers bup put the men
to work at once, deckhandling and so-
forth, Presently the vessel cleared from
Astoris for Seattle. Some time was put
in there and she was onee more on the
move for Alaska. In the meantime the
routine work of a lighthonse tender was
gone through. Stores, fuel, oil and so-
forth werp leig at various lighthouses
aml lite-saving stations. PBut, much to
the sevens' grief, they had generally to
work from 12 to 15 hours a day inclul.
ing Sundavs, instead of 8 1-2 hours, a8
they knew the government service call-
ol for, with Sundays off.

“A DELAYED FLARE BACK"

Naval Officers Receive the Report With
Sense of Reliet It Showing That They
Had No New Elemert of Danger To
Contend With,

WASHINGTON, July 19—By climina-
tion the naval board which has been in-
vestigating the aecident In whioh the
wen in the turret of the battleship
Geargia lost their Yives hag arrived at
the conclusion that a “Delayed flare:
back™ caused the catastrophe, In one
sense the vendict is weelved with a dis
Jnct sense of relief Ly naval officers
beeanse it showed that they had no new
element of danger to contond with. They
had experienced “Flarobacks” bofore and
thought that they knew how to deal
with gaem, “Delayed flaveback™ iy caus-
ol by closing off too soon the blast of
compressed alr which is supposed to ex-
pel from the bore of the gun the unburmt
gaces and iragments  of  amouldering
powder covering which might 1o left
from the last discharge.
